High  expectations  for  Wolfpack  in  2006

The  Co-Lin  Wolfpack  has  been  focused  on  the  2006 
season  since  the  end  of  the  2005  season.  The  Wolfpack 
started  the  year  off  strong  beating  the  Northwest 
Rangers  in  the  season  opener  16-6.  The  season  looked 
promising  as  the  Wolfpack  appeared  to  have  one  of  the 
best  defenses  and  backfields  they've  had  in  years. 
After  dropping  the  next  six  straight  in  a  hurricane 
shortened  season,  the  Wolfpack  has  been  focused  on 
this  season. 

"We've  got  to  figure  out  how  to  win  the  close 
games,"  said  Co-Lin's  head  football  coach  Glenn 
Davis.  "Last  year  was  a  big  battle  almost  every  game, 
and  when  you  lose  by  two  or  five  points  every  game, 
you  can  see  the  improvement." 

According  to  Davis,  the  2006  edition  of  the 
Wolfpack  should  be  more  competitive,  but  states  that 
this  year's  schedule  is  tougher  and  the  South  Division 
continues  to  get  better. 

Joining  the  Wolfpack  in  the  South  Division  are 
Southwest,  Pearl  River  (2004  NJCAA  National 
Champion),  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast,  and  Jones  County. 

Davis  is  looking  for  the  sophomores  to  provide 
plenty  of  leadership.  "We  have  some  players  that  will 
step  up  this  year,"  said  Davis.  "Cedric  Johnson  will 
make  things  happen  at  quarterback,  and  in  this  league 
you  need  a  quarterback  to  do  that." 

Sophomore  Thomas  Hinton,  Jr.  was  the  back-up 
quarterback  last  season  but  will  be  playing  wide  receiv- 
er this  year  because  of  some  stand  out  performances  at 
the  end  of  the  season.  Hinton  also  said  that  he  feels 


great  about  the  upcoming  season  and  that  the  whole 
coaching  staff  has  been  pushing  the  team  and  that  it 
will  all  payoff. 

"Hinton  is  one  of  our  most  consistent  receivers  and 
will  make  plays,"  said  Davis. 

Sophomores  Darius  Williams  of  Blakely,  Ga.,  and 
Daymon  Carroll  of  Hazlehurst  will  also  see  action  at 
wide  receiver.  In  the  backfield  are  newcomers  Aaron 
Johns  of  Thomasville,  Al.,  and  Jeremy  Bibbs  of 
Brandon.  Bibbs  was  a  Division  I  prospect  out  of 
Northwest  Rankin  High  School. 

"Our  offensive  line  is  weak  this  year,"  said  Davis. 
"They  are  young  and  they  need  to  adjust  to  the  speed  of 
the  game."  Davis  added  that  the  biggest  problem  last 
year  was  matching  skills  with  other  teams.  He  said  that 
it  would  not  be  that  big  of  a  problem  this  year. 

"The  team  as  a  whole  has  a  long  way  to  go,"  said 
returning  tight  end  Thomas  Skinner.  "I  think  we  will  be 
there  by  the  time  the  season  starts." 

On  defense,  Davis  will  look  to  lineman  Jesse 
Bowman  of  Brookhaven  and  linebacker  Blake  Spiers 
of  Brandon.  "We've  got  to  have  strong  leadership  from 
both  of  these  guys,"  said  Davis. 

"I  really  think  we  will  be  ready  for  the  playoffs  in 
nine  weeks,"  said  Davis.  "We  have  made  progress 
every  year.  Our  offense  will  be  more  exciting  and  we 
have  upgraded  in  skill  on  both  sides  of  the  ball."  Davis 
said  that  they  have  to  be  able  to  run  and  throw  the  ball 
with  consistency  and  take  what  the  defense  gives  them. 
"We  have  to  find  a  way  to  win  those  low  scoring  and 
not  give  up  big  plays,"  said  Davis.

The  Wolfpack  has  made  some  changes  in  almost 
every  aspect  of  the  game  for  the  2006  season. 
"We've  changed  the  way  we  com- 
pete, our  attitudes  on  and  off  the 
field,  the  way  we  dress,  and  we 
even  changed  the  field  with  a  Wolf 
Den  for  the  fans,"  said  Smith. 

"The  team  is  coming  together 
nicely  and  continuing  improve- 
ment," said  Smith.  "We  have  been 
practicing  at  a  high  mental  level 
with  the  changes  we  have  made." 
Smith  compares  this  year's  eight 
player  offense  to  a  "run  and  gun" 
football  offense.  "We  are  going  to 
send  eight  players  and  score  our 
goals." 
"I  have  already  seen  changes  in  the  first  week 
with  teamwork  and  our  conduct  in  practice,"  said 
Smith.  "We  have  a  real  good  chance  of  going  all  the 
way  this  year.  I  see  this  team  as  a  story  of  'worst  to 
first.'  They  just  have  to  give  it  all  they  got,"  said 
Smith.

After  finishing  the  2005-2006  campaign  with  a  16- 
9  record  and  a  second  place  finish  for  the  South  State 
Championship,  as  well  as  a  semi-final  berth  in  the 
Region  23  Tournament,  the  Wolves 
return  one  full-time  starter. 

"We  have  several  players 
returning  that  played  valuable  min- 
utes for  us  this  past  season,"  said 
Coach  Sims. 

As  mentioned,  one  of  the 
strengths  is  the  returning  experience  ||. 
from  part-time  starters  to  reserves 
from  last  year's  squad.  The  lone 
returning  starter  is  Jemario  Martin,  a 
6-0  guard  from  Crystal  Springs  High 
School.  Martin  averaged  5.4  points 
and  1  assist  per  game  while  being 
named  first  team  All-State.

The  2007  Lady  Wolves  have  some  big  shoes  to 
fill  following  a  dream  season  in  2006  winning  the 
South  Division,  MACJC  State  Tournament  and 
NJCAA  Region  23  Tournament.  The  team  came  in 
third  place  in  their  first-ever 
appearance  NJCAA  National 
Tournament  in  Normal,  111. 

Key  players  lost  to  graduation 
were  NJCAA  First  Team  AU- 
American  pitcher  Emily  Jiome 
(Arkansas  Tech)  and  NJCAA  All- 
Region  infielders  Jackie  Stowe 
(Delta  State  University)  and 
Megan  Bateman. 

Top  returnees  from  last  year's 
squad  are  NJCAA  All-Region 
selections  pitcher  Erin  Douglass 
(Kady,  Texas)  High  School),  out- 
fielder Annie  Selman  (Copiah 
Academy),  All-State  catcher 
Lauren  Smith  (West  Lincoln), 
shortstop  Kady  King  (Parklane 
Academy),  MACJC  All-Division  first  baseman 
AUyson  Wallace  (Brookhaven  High  School).  Also 
seeing  significant  playing  time  last  year  was  out- 
fielder Candace  Braxton  (Bogue  Chitto)  and  utility 
player  Kaylin  Burke  (Enterprise).  Jessica  Hart 
(Brookhaven  Academy)  saw  limited  duty  with 
elbow  problems  and  Brooke  Caston  (Amite  School 


Center)  looks  to  make  contributions.  This  group 
was  a  big  part  of  the  success  from  last  year,  gaining 
valuable  experience. 

"Certainly  we  hope  to  build  from  what  we 
achieved  last  year,  but  we  cannot 
dwell  on  our  past  accomplish- 
ments," said  Head  Coach  Allen 
Kent.  "We  were  able  to  be  suc- 
cessful by  playing  a  lot  of  fresh- 
men last  year,  but  we  also  had  one 
of  the  most  dominant  pitchers 
ever  to  come  through  our  league. 
So  we  must  be  able  to  pick  up  the 
slack  defensively  and  offensive- 

ly-" 

Incoming  freshmen  expected  to 
provide  an  immediate  impact  are 
pitcher  Kayla  Crochet 

(Redemptorist  (La.)  High  School), 
infielder  Ashley  Sykes 

(Brookhaven  High  School),  pitch- 
er/infielder  Meleah  Brown 
(Bogue  Chitto),  outfielder  Emily  Langley 
(Brookhaven  Academy),  infielder/catcher  Britnee 
Smith  (West  Lincoln)  and  pitcher  Caroline  Burkes 
of  Loyd  Star. 

"Pitching  will  again  be  a  key  for  us,"  said  Kent. 
Douglass  is  the  team's  only  returning  pitcher,  post- 
ing a  13-4  mark  last  year  with  a  2.26  ERA.  Three 
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freshmen.  Crochet,  Brown  and  Burkes  will  shore  up  a 
formidable  staff  for  the  Lady  Wolves. 

"We  have  not  had  this  many  pitchers  before,  so  not 
only  does  it  make  for  better  competition,  it  also  gives 
us  some  options  as  far  as  relievers  go.  Sykes  was  a 
pitcher  in  high  school  and  could  be  used  if  necessary." 

Smith  returns  with  catching  experience,  sporting 
one  of  the  best  arms  in  the  MACJC.  She  threw  out 
four  of  the  five  runners  that  attempted  to  steal  on  her 
last  year.  Britnee  Smith,  Burke,  Sykes  and  Caston  all 
have  spent  time  behind  the  plate  giving  the  Lady 
Wolves  depth  at  the  catching  position. 

The  team  batted  .334  as  a  team  last  year,  relying  on 
small  ball,  as  they  only  hit  two  home  runs  all  season. 
As  a  team,  the  Lady  Wolves  stole  85  bases.  The  2007 
squad  has  the  potential  to  put  some  good  numbers  on 
the  board  and  hit  more  doubles  and  home  runs. 

Douglass  lead  the  team  in  hitting  last  year,  boast- 
ing a  .438  batting  average,  while  tying  Stowe  for  the 
RBI  lead  with  36.  Selman  batted  .385,  while  leading 
the  team  with  17  stolen  bases  and  12  walks.

Coach  Mike  Mclntyre's  "Croatian  connec- 
tion," Lovro  Roncevic  (Brookhaven  Academy  '92) 
has  recruited  two  freshmen,  but  they  will  not  be 
enrolling  until  January.

He 
played  at  Co-Lin  in  1963-65.  At  Belhaven  College  he  received  the  Most  Valuable 
Player  Award  for  1966-67  and  led  the  team  in  scoring  with  an  18.3  points  aver- 
age and  lead  in  rebounds  with  10  per  game.  He  coached  and  taught  in 
Thomastown.  Newell,  who  was  retired  and  a  disabled  Vietnam  veteran,  died  in 
Gulf  Breeze,  Florida,  in  1999. 


Robert  Parsons 

Robert  Parsons  of  Hiram,  Georgia,  earned  distinction  at  Co-Lin  as  a  bas- 
ketball player  in  1959-61.  He  was  selected  First  Team  All-State  in  1961,  and  is 
remembered  for  scoring  36  points  in  one  game.  During  his  high  school  career 
at  West  Lincoln  he  scored  more  than  1,000  points  his  senior  year.  He  played 
basketball  for  Delta  State  University  and  had  a  successful  career  as  a  coach 
and  teacher  in  Georgia  having  accumulated  565  career  basketball  wins.

Joe  Frank  Robbins  of  Nederland,  Texas,  will  be  inducted  into  the  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  for  his  performance  in  football,  track  and  baseball  in  1964-66  at 
Co-Lin.  He  lettered  two  years  in  baseball  and  football  and  was  selected  First 
Team  All-State  as  a  defensive  back  his  sophomore  year.  After  Co-Lin,  Robbins 
graduated  from  Lamar  State  College  of  Technology  in  Beaumont,  Texas, 
served  in  the  Air  Force  and  had  a  career  in  the  oil  refinery  business.  He  is  a 
native  of  Natchez.

He  was  an  assistant  football  coach  at  Co-Lin  and 
Director  of  Student  Activities  in  1978-1986.  At  Hinds,  Smith  has  accumulated  a 
21-8  record.  He  was  named  Mississippi  Association  of  Community  and  Junior 
Colleges  (MAGC)  Coach  of  the  Year  in  2003.

Shelby  Watts  of  Raymond  played  basketball  for  Co-Lin  1956-58  and  was 
selected  All-State  two  years.  He  also  was  on  the  track  team  both  years.
